The  most  ilisiinguished  traveler  to  und 
from  the  mo'lesi  wtatiou  is  Senator  Gor¬ 
man,  whose  summer  home  is  in  1-aurel. 
Mr.  Gorman  is  v  eil  known  in  political  af¬ 
fairs,  but  liis  life  in  his  home  is  little 
heard  of.  Indeed,  there  is  hardly  a  senator 
of  like  prominence  with  whose  family  the 
public  is  so  little  acquainted. 

In  the  winter,  although  they  reside  in  a 
handsome  Massachusetts  avenue  bouse  iu 
Washington,  they  prefer  to  live  quietly, 
aud  both  Mrs.  Gorman  ami  her  daughters 
make  frequent  trips  to  their  country  home, 
to  which  they  aits  deeply  attached. 

laurel  is  no  slouch  of  a  town,  and,  not¬ 
withstanding  that  at  1  lie  close  of  the  war 
not  200  inhabitants,  ail  told,  could  have 
been  mustered,  now  that  iminlier  work  iu 
a  cotton  mill  and  2,700  more  get  tlieir  live¬ 
lihood  in  various  industries,  iu  the  town 
itself  or  go  into  Baltimore  or  Washington 
daily  to  business.  Mr.  Gorman's  place  Is 
about  five  miles  from  the  tavern,  according 
to  the  stable  keeper,  but  it  is  a  short  five 
miles.  There  is  no  mistaking  its  location 
for  not  within  the  memory  of  the  oldest  ill 
habitant  was  Un-re  a  time  when  the  Gor 
ntaus  were  not  associated  with  Laurel  and 
with  the  same  estates.

Until  this  year  the  family  Irnve  always 
spent  from  spring  till  winter  here,  ai'id 
even  this  year  think  regie;  fully  of  Mary 
land  while  summering  at  Saratoga.  The 
reason  Saratoga  claimed  them  is  la-pause 
just  Irefore  last  CGristmiVs,  its  011  all  Mg 
farms,  there  avas  a  pig  killing  at  the  Gor¬ 
mans,  und  Mrs.  Gorman  went  down  i*>  nt 
tend  to  her  dm  ies  as  a  housewife.  There 
was  a  great  sausage  making  in  the  old 
fashioned  kitchen  that  day.  and  at  night 
fr  cry  of  tire,  Mrs.  Gorman  and  her 
daughters  barely  escaping  with  tlieir  lives, 
while  t lie  homestead  of  Gorman's  fore¬ 
fathers  went  up  in  smoke  and  Haines. 
There  are  still  other  houses  on  the  estate, 
but  none  suitable  for  the  family  to  live  iu 
while  the  new  house,  which  has  Iss-u  be 
gun,  is  Is-iug  erected.  Bo  Uni  girls  have 
had  to  lie  content  with  visits  to  their  rela 
tives;  but,  in  spite  of  the  attractions  of 
Saratoga,  tbpre  is  nothing  there  they 
would  not  gladly  give  up  for  a  chance  to 
get  hack  to  Laurel.  The  hoihe  life  of  the 
Gormans  is  particularly  happy. 

When  the  politician  oomes  to  Laurel  lie 
tosses  his  plans  aside,  and  is  a  practical 
farmer  who  knows  everything  that  goes 
on  about  his  400  acres,  and  also  receives 
weekly  reports,  in  the  *ha|>e  of  a  visit  from 
his  steward,  when  in  town.  He  tramps 
over  the  farm  in  appropriate  garments, 
inspects  the  crojw  and  his  lot  of  colts.  He 
is  an  ardeut  fisherman,  sometimes  inviting 
a  couple  of  friends  to  come  down  and  fish 
with  him,  but  most  often  treating  up  the 
brooks  himself  unassisteiL  Mrs.  Gor 
man’s  inclinations  are  all  toward  home, 
and  she  is  a  notable  housewife,  while  her 
daughter*  are  simllarlv  inclined,  and  also 
particularly  fond  of  outdoor  life,  scouring 
the  country  for  hours  at  a  time  on  their 
qwn  horses,  that  are  known  all  about  that 
part  of  Howard  county.  They  are  their  fa 
ther'S  ardent  admirers,  and  those  whohave 
seen  lilm  with  them  say  they  have  every 
reason  to  he  so.  IV  hen  they  were  children 
Gorman  could  frolic  with  them  among  the 
trees  that  line  the  driveways  leading  to  the 
house,  and  he  is  never  too  occupied  to  have 
time  to  entertain  them  now.  The  Gorman 
house  is  located  on  a  spur  of  the  hilts,  with 
broad  Reids  stretching  their  rich  crops  In 
all  directions.

quite  steady  for  several  years  past,  and  if 
the  old  rule  which  declares  that  the  merit 
of  a  story  is  ouly  tested  by  its  enduring

time  of  their  publication  were  praised  by

Mr  C'obi)  lias  lieen  dead  two  or  three 
years,  and  since  bis  death  the  sons  of  Hole 
ert  Bonner  have  found  a  demand  for  his 
woiks  great  enough  to  justify  them  111 
publishing  some  of  them,  and  they  intend 
to  publish  ot  tiers.  It  looks  n  little  like  a 
better  posthumous  fame  for  tl.ia  singular 
author  than  he  posseiyned  in  hih  lifetime. 
Mr.  Cobb  came  of  a  literary  family  His 
father  wns  said  to  have  lieen  a  clergy  man 
and  lie  was  related  to  James  G  Blaine  by 
marriage,  llv  wns  of  kin  will)  Mrs.  Blaine. 
Young  Cbblt  la-gan  early  to  write,  aud  lie 
wrote  after  the  model  which  was  ihe  fa>U 
ion  of  his  day  His  stories  were  nil  plot, 
romantic,  unreal,  without  much  literary 
skill,  anil  with  110  attempt  whatever  at 
analyzing  or  depicting  character.  But,  , 
with  all  his  faults,  Cobb  Imd  a  story  ill 
wuys  to  tell,  and  he  bad  the  highest  gift 
which  the  weaver  of  romance^  ran  possess,  I 
aud  tiiat  is  skill  iu  creating  an  exciting  \ 
plot,  full  of  incidents  which  lu-id  the  at 
tent  ion  and  interest  in  suspeii**  until  the 
climax  was  reached  nt  the  end  of  tin*  story 
Robert  Bonner  year-  ago  discovered  111 
Co  lib's  writing  those  qualities  which  lie 
deemed  desirable  for  a  story  teller,  and  lie 
engaged  him  at  what  was  then  regarded  as
